Ankar a from Minister of Misinformation Ikan Givu A. Definite Maybe the follow™ 
ing press release was given to the Foreign Press: "We seek the warmest ties with 
Italy since it seems we have a (very) common Enemy — Austria, Or are those two 
armies in Tyrolia and Trieste just admiring the view?" 

Ankara ~~ Austria: Well, frankly, there isn't a lot of difference between Greece 
and Bulgaria, and we're willing to trade, but it was a lot easier to get to Constan- 
tinople for the weekend when we had Bulgaria. Wouldn't you just as soon trade back, 
and go after a certain mutual enemy together? 



B ucharest -~ Sorry about that., Nicky, 

London ~- I'm sorry, Germany, but I hope this season's moves make up for it, 
Down with France and Russia. 

Rome (October 25>, 1903) King Luciano I, recently recovered from a bout with 
diarrhea, today warned the Austro-Hungarians against taking Venice. "It seems that 
the canals of Venice have overflowed as a result of malfunctioning camodes and a 
strike by the ^lumbers' union. If your troops now stationed in Trieste should deem 
to occupy the Venetian (as of now) swamps, they are advised to bring clumbers with 
them. However, this will constitute an act of war and the Italian government will 
react accordingly by concentrating all our military might on the Austrian front." 
The King was asked if his government would declare war before or after the present 
plumbing problem is remedied, but the King only broke out in an ear-to-ear grin, 
gave a sly chuckle, and refused to answer. 

St. Petersburg — Reports eminating from here report that the Czar has been all 
but dethroned. While retaining only nominal power, the Czar will be kept as a 
figure-head. 

The nation is now led by a cabinet of prominent Russians, but it is ex- 
pected that one man will soon emerge as ruler of Russia. One of the favorites in 
this race is the Czar's former confidant and secretary of foreign relations. 

The 

reason for this sudden coup is the Czar's recent mental breakdown; while on a visit 
to the Black Sea, he suddenly became inexplicably hysterical, but recovered the next 
day. About two weeks later, while touring the province of St. Petersburg, he 
caught sight of the Barents Sea, and ever since has been suffering under the delu- 
sion that he is drowning. 

St, Petersburg -» In an official statement, the cabinet that now rules Russia said 
Prince Ruprecht was nothing but .a trouble-maker, and if it wasn't for the Czar ! s in- 
fluence, he would have been deported long ago; the Prince has been deported back to 
Germany- "Also," the paper went on to say, "England 1 s and Russia 1 s accordances have 
always outnumbered their differences.
